I am  grateful  to  the  Rivers  Board  for  the  rainfall  figures 
for  1963 i The  readings  were  taken  by  Mrs.  Grubb  of  Bainbridge 
and  Mr.  G.  Dinsdale  of  Brovm  Moor,  Hawes.  The  Hav/es  gauge  is  at 
765  feet  above  sea  level  and  the  long  period  average  is  given  by 
the  Met  Office  as  57*11  inches,  whilst  the  Bainbridge  gauge  is  at 
705  O.D.  and  the  long  period  average  is  k-7.66  inches.  Nearly  one 
inch  less  rain  for  each  m.ile  Easterly*,

Once  again  most  of  the  samples  of  water  submitted  for 
examination  were  classified  as  unsatisfactory  by  reason  of  the 
presence  of  faecal  organisms. 


Northallerton  and  the  Dales  Water  Board 

The  Councils  water  undertakings  were  transferred  to  the 
Water  Board  during  the  year  although  the  Council  continued  in 
a caretake  capacity  until  March. 

Nothing  has  been  done  since  the  last  report  to  improve 
either  the  quantity  or  quality  of  the  water  available. 

The  district  suffered  badly  during  the  cold  spell  which 
started  at  Christmas  and  persisted  until  March  the  4th  when 
the  thaw  started.  Some  pipes  vfhich  had  not  been  frozen  did  so 
after  the  thaw  started  as  the  cold  spread  dovmwards  in  spite 
of  the  surface  tha’'-^.  It  is  estimated  that  one  house  in  three 
Was  cut  off  from  the  mains  by  frost.  The  Council  purchased 
a transformer  which  was  used  to  defreeze  the  pipes  electrically. 
The  plant  was  a great  sucess  and  many  hard  cases  were  relieved, 
101  Houses  were  visited  during  this  period  and  advice  given 
as  to  the  precautions  to  be  observed. 
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HUAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 


i^ll  the  meat  inspected  was  killed  in  one  slaaghter house 
in  the  district.  The  remainder  of  the  butchers  with ^ slaughter- 
ho'uses  have  not  brought  them  up  to  the  standard  required  by 
the  Regulations  and  they  have  not  been  licensed.  The  ouality 
of  meat  continues  to  be  high,  almost  all  the  animals ^ killed 
were  young  and  in  consequence  relatively  free  from  disease. 

The  total  number  of  animals  inspected  was  285  and  it  was 
necessary  to  make  99  visits  for  this  purpose.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

A fortnightly  collection  of  refuse  is  made  in  the  greater- 
pa, rt  of  the  Area,  whilst  most  of  the  remainder  is  visited 
monthly,  A few  remote  di^ellings  have  no  collection  at  all. 

Refuse  was  once  again  collected  under  very  difficult 
conditions  and  in  February  the  vehicle  was  involved  in  a 
collision  almost  .ntirely  due  to  road  conditions.  Fortunately 
no  one  v/as  hurt  ^?nd  for  some  time  refuse  was  collected  in  a 
borrowed  vehicle.
